- jWednesday.—I came ashore at 5 o'clock, as 
de boat goes on up the river at 5:30. The 

rain had cleared the atmosphere, with love- 

clouds here and there, and blue sky. The 
vegetation looks fresh and green, and there 
are birds, birds everywhere. 

I at once boarded the train, a crazy sort 
K toy affair, for the twenty mile railway 
journey leads straight back from the river 
to the north, within seven miles of the 
Akkas frontier, which is a part of Tibet. It 
was a lovely journey through tea gardens 
and patches of virgin forest and thick, im- 
penetrable jungle in which are wild ele- 
phants, tigers, leopards, buffalo, cattle, 
rhinoceroses, pythons twenty-five feet long, 
and countless thousands of snakes. 

All of these animals are within five miles 
of where I sit writing on the veranda of 
this bungalow. Now no snakes are to be 

geen, but a month later, when the rains set 
in, they will ewarm, along with a myriad 
species of insect life. 


880,000 Pounds of Tea Annually. 

Friday.—Barelli, as this estate is called. 
_§s capitalized at $500,000. It contains sixty- 
five hunired acres, two thousand in tea, the 
remainder in jungle. The average cost to 
clear an acre and put it in tea is $50. The 

= jungle is thick bamboo and underbrush, 
pepul, and other trees. It costs $125 an acre 
now to equip an estate with machinery, 
coolles, etc. 

This estate last year harvested 880,000 
pounds of tea. The wood for the boxes for 
shipping tea comes from Russia, the metal 
fittings from Engiand, and the lining from 
India; and yet the finest trees for veneer 

are found in Assam, within 300 miles up the 
valley. The waterproof paper lining is made 
in England. The wood for the boxes is in 
three thin sheets, glued together. The three 
Sheets thus made are of the thickness of 
thick leather and cannot bréak. Nearly 300,- 
000,000 tea boxes are used in British India 
each year. Each tea box here, complete, 
costs about 85 cents. 

The tea produced here costs 12 cents a 
pound to manufacture. Expensive tea is due 
to the extra care taken in selecting the leaves 
and, especially, in the great care taken in 
its manufacture. To produce each pound of 
tea, two pounds of coal is required. Coal 
gosts for eighty pounds 20 cents. 


Men Earn 6 Cents a Day. 

This estate of Barelli has 4,500 natives; 
they come from every part of India, mostly 
from Orissa, Chota, Nagpur,,Bengal, some 
even from 2,000 miles away. Of this num- 
ber there are 8,000 laborers; the men earn, 
on an average, 6 cents a day; the women 5 

-eents. They get house rent, doctor’s serv- 
ices, and medicine free and half wages when 
sick. Some women are rapid workers; for 
every pound of green tea they pick a day 
over twelve pounds they get extra pay. A 
few of them can “pluck” eighty pounds a 
day and earn 25 cents extra. 

Tea beans, or nuts—i. e., seeds—are planted 
in “nurseries” or “planted to stake.” If 
fn nurseries, they are transplanted at the 
end of a year or fifteen months, or even from 
four to six months. If tostake,“ two seeds

KILLED IN STREET: | 


HALF WORLD FEUD? 


John Hennessey Is Murdered 
Outside Saloon in Which 
Some Hours Before J. 
Lenahan Was Shot. 


WOMAN NEAR THE CRIME. 


Police Believe a Revolver Found 
Near the Body Was Put 
There by Friends of 
the Assailant. 


A quarrel of two dwellers in Chicago's 
“other side ended last night in the killing 
of one man and the shooting ofanother. The 
man killed, the police seid at first, was shot 
for revenge. Later it was learned that he 
had been robbed also. 

The two affairs, in which John Hennessey, 
an all night cab driver, was killed, and John 
Lenahan, an ex-convict, was injured, cen- 
tered around the notorious saloon of Eddie 
Murphy, 216 Kinsie street. 

This dive, owned by an ex-convict, long has 
been known as the rendezvous for crooks 
and workers of the underworld. It is oppo- 
site the Chicago and Northwestern railway 
station, a location which has been taken 
advantage of to lure passengers into it to 
their harm time and again. 

The police have no precise account of 
either shooting in the quarrel that ended in 
murder. Hennessey and Lenahan were in 
the saloon in the afternoon. i 

Involved in a Dispute. 

They were seated at a table and appeared 
to be engaged in a dispute. Hennessey was 
said to have accused Lenahan of squeal- 
ing on him, a charge which the latter ap- 
parently did not deny. 

A revolver was produced and Lenahan was 
shot, the bullet piercing his right lung. There 
did not seem to be any particular excitement 
in the saloon on account of this incident. 
Hennessey picked Lenahan up, carried him 
to his cab standing outside, dumped him 
upon the seat, and, calmly mounting to the 
box, drove to the Passavant hospital. The 
attendants there were told Lenahan had 
shot himself. 

The police did not learn of this shooting 
until later in the day. A detective was sent 
to,the hospital to get a statement from Lena- 
han. For some time he would say nothing. 
Then Thomas Hennessey, a brother of the 
cab driver and owner of a livery stable at 
126 Erie street, who had been told his brother 
had shot a man, made his appearance. 

He called the hospital physicians to the 
bedside of Lenahan and told him he wanted 
to know the facts. 

Lenahan at length broke his silence. He 
said he had shot himself. 

A few hours later John Hennessey was 
standing in front of the Murphy saloon again 
with Marie Watts, known in the underworld 
as Dutch Marie.“ 

They talked for a few minutes and then the 
woman walked away to a side entrance of the 
saloon. She had been gone only a few min- 
utes when a shot was heard outside. Several 
men ran out of the barroom and presently 
one of the men went back and said Hennessey 
had been shot. 

He had been found lying at the edge of 
the pavement and a revolver was at his side. 
Later the police said this revolver had been 
thrown out of the saloon after Hennessey, 
as a blind, to cover the tracks of the assail- 
ant. 

The police were called this time and Hen- 
nessey, who was shot through the temple, 
also was taken to the Passavant hospital. 
He died on the way. 

Duteh Marie told the police that the 
man who did the shooting ran through the 
saloon with a revolver in his hand and she 
refused to modify her statement. She was 
held as a witness and on being turned over 
to the matron she remarked: I'll get the fel- 
low who killed my man.”’ 

Murderer Pa!“ of LenahanP 

According to the woman, the murderer wore 
a gray suit and @ crush hat. She said she 
would know him in ten thousand. It was 
learned later by the police that the man who 
is supposed to have killed Hennessey was 
a pal of Lenahan’s and was boasting about 
the saloon during the early evening that he 
would get Hennessey. 

Thomas Hennessey was called in by the 
police again. He said he had seen his brother 
late in the afternoon and that he then had 
$300 in his pocket. When picked up dying 
in the street before the Murphy dive, he had 
$46 in an inner pocket. A bank book in an- 
other pocket showed deposits of $1,000 to his 
credit. ' 

Thinks Crooks “Spotted” Him. 

The brother said he felt sure John Hennes- 
sey had been spotted by some of the crooks 
that also haunt the saloon. These, he sug- 
gested, after an inquiry around the Murphy 
place, watched “Dutch Marie“ go in at the 
side door and then, as Hennessey walked 
toward the front entrance, stepped in his 
way, forced him back, and, as he resisted, 
shot him. 

The weapon which was found by Hennes. 
sey’s side was nickel trimmed, while the re- 
volver the woman said the man had carried in 
his flight through the barroom was blued. 

Ndward Murphy, the saloonkeeper, and 
David Murphy, his brother, were arrested 
along with John Merglak, the bartender. 
After they had been questioned David Mur- 
phy was released, as the police found he 
knew nothing of the shooting and the mur- 


der.

THIEF WORKS IN HALLWAY. 


Woman Faints When Magnitude of 
Her Loss Is Discovered. 


Police of the Woodlawn station and the 
management of the Vendome hotel are today 
searching for a daring robber, who entered 
the hostelry shortly after noon yesterday 
and successfully escaped with diamonds and 
jewelry valued at $8,000, the property of Mrs. 
A. Hirsch, wife of a jeweler in the Masonic 
Temple building. 

The robbery took place in the dining room 
of the hotel and at an hour when a number of 
gueste were at luncheon. The jewels 
were in a small hand satchel, which 
Mrs. Hirsch had carried with her to the din- 
ing room. When she went to her room she 
suddenly discovered that she had forgotten 
the satchel. On returning to the dining room 
search was made for the bag of jewels, but 
it could not be found. 


Swoons When Loss Is Discovered. 

Mr. Hirsch immediately was summoned and 
further search was made. Then the man- 
agement of the hotel was notified of the rob- 
bery. Finally, to cap the climax of the ex- 
citement, Mrs. Hirsch swooned. A physician 
was called to attend her. 

As soon as it was known definitely that 
the jewels had disappeared the Woodlawn 
police were called in and Capt. Wood of the 
detective bureau was asked to give his aid 
in solving the mystery. The detectives ar- 
rived on the scene in leas than an hour after 
the robbery had been discovered. 

Waiters and other employés of the hotel 
were questioned thoroughly by the officers, 
but all of them declared positively they had 
neither seen nor heard anything of the miss- 
ing valuables. 


Police Seek Missing Bus Boy.” 

The police were told, however, that a col- 
ored bus boy, or waiter’s helper, named 
W. Ellison, who was employed in the dining 
room, had not reported for work in the after- 
noon, This boy, the police learned, had been 
working but a few days previous to the rob- 
bery, and as his work was such as would 
have taken him first to the table after the 
diners left, the police are searching for him. 
Ellison formerly was employed at the Hyde 
Park. Del Prado, and Windermere hotels. 

Following the robbery a veil of secrecy was 
drawn about the affairand every one warned 
to say nothing of what had happened. W. 8 
Saiter, the proprietor of the hotel, was em- 
phatic in his denials that any robbery had 
taken place. 

„There's nothing to it at all,“ said he. 
„Why, it’s absurd qn the face of it. How 
could anybody be robbed in broad daylight 
in a public dining room?’ 

Mr. Hirsch also was reticent about admit- 
ting a robbery had taken place. He 
finally said that his wife had lost her satchel 
somewhere—she wasn't exactly certain just 
where—but that it didn't amount to much. 


Husband Tells How It Happened. 

“She went downstairs to the dining room 
about 1 o'clock,” said he. That morning 
she arose about 11 o'clock. She gathered her 
jewels up and placed them in her hand 
satchel. The satchel is quite a large affair 
and used to carry almost anything from a 
diamond ring to a silk dress. She went down- 
stairs to lunch and placed the satchel on a 
chair beside her table. When she finished 
eating she came upstairs with a friend and 
they sat talking for about half an hour. Then 
my wife thought of the satchel. 

“She hurried downsteire and looked 
everywhere tor the jewels. But.the hand 
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bag, the diamonds and everything had cisap- 
peared. The waiter remembered seeing the 
satchel, but he said he thought she took it out 
with her when she left. We have searched 
everywhere, but the bag cannot be found. It 
looks like a robbery was committed.” 
Work of a Skilled Thief. 

Whoever took the jewels was evidently an 
adept in the business, for none of the guests 
in the dining rvom noticed any stranger pres- 
ent, nor did they perceive any of the waiters 
carrying a satchel. The satchel was large 
and bulky, and it is said that it would have 
been almost Impossible for one of the em- 
ployés to have carried it out without being 
noticed by the diners. 

Mr. Hirsch said he did not know just exact- 
ly how many diamonds were in the satchel. 
Friends of the Hirsch family, however. de- 
clared that the loss will be at least $8,000. 


ELLA CULVER VOORHEES NOW

Divorced Wife of School Principal, Who

| Mrs, William Black Predicts Bad 


Finish for Huntsman. 
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SAYS SOUL WILL RETURN. 


Woman Believer in Transmigragjon 
Thinks Dogs Were Humans,” 


“When Col. Roosevelt, now hunting big 
game in darkest Africa, departs this life he 
will return to earth again, his soul incased in 
the body of some small, inferior, jungle lov- 
ing animal—or possibly an insect.“ 

This statement is made by Mrs. William 
P. Black, who has attracted attention from 
time to time by her nursery of pets, which 
consists of eight dogs, nine cats, and forty- 
five pigeons—all of them, according to their 
mistress, being possessed with souls of hu- 
mans who have departed. 

Mrs. Black, who is a member of the Hu- 
mane society and other organizations that 
protect animals, declares Mr. Roosevelt's 
killing of wild beasts in Africa is shameful, 
and she especially laments that the former 
head of the nation bagged a mother elephant 
the other day. 

For this one act Mrs. Black feels certain 
that the hero of San Juan hill will return to 
earth again only as a wild animal himself— 
perhaps a wildebeest or a gnu. 


May Come as Insect. 

“Col. Roosevelt's slaughter of those ani- 
mals in Africa is pitiful,” said Mrs. Black 
yesterday. “I am not a sentimentalst, but 
when a man does such a thing for the sake 
of the sport of it he is to be pitied. 

“We read the other day that he killed 
an elephant. I am just as sure as I am 
sitting here that when he dies his soul wil! 
be sent back to the earth again in the form of 
some small animal of even lower degree than 
those he has been killing, perhaps an insect. 
Roosevelt has only one chance to save 
his soul. If he repents his soul may be sent 
back to earth again in the body of a human. 
I believe that his present greatness asa pub- 
lic character has been due to a steady rise 
from one life to another as a human. He 
had a wonderful chance in the next life, 
which he has now ruined.” 

Mrs. Black does not believe in spiritualism, 
theosophy, vegetarianism, or socialism. Site 
holds the theory that there exists a purga- 
tory on earth, and that this is carried out by 
the transmigration of human souls at the end 
of physical existence to the body of animals 
and lower types of life for sins committed. 


Thinks Dog Former Acquaintance. 

In each of her eight dogs she believes there 
is a soul of @ human, whose mortal body 
departed at the conclusion of the last life so 
called. Also her nine cats and her forty-five 
pigeons. 

She tells a story of a &. Bernard, which 
she nursed for a long time and it died. This 
dog, she states, possessed the soul of a wom- 
an whom she knew for thirty years and was 
wicked beyond expression. The woman died 
but a short time before she got possession 
of the animal. ; 

It is Mrs. Black's belief that all forme of 
animal and vegetable life were created in the 
garden of Eden. 

“You, young man,“ she explained to the 
reporter, “existed a long time ago in the 
garden of Eden. You probably were some— 
ah—some small—eh—shali I say—— ”’

“O, noah, some small flower. Perhaps a 
daisy.”

Carmen to Notify Fisher. ' 
When the second conference of the day de- 
tween traction heads and unionists came 
to an abrupt end in Mr. Fisher's office Mr, 
Mitten and Mr. Roach agreed to meet Presi< 
dent Mahon and his subcommittee as soon 
as the unionists were ready.

It took him three hours to outline fully the 
charges, already amplified by a bill of speci- 
fications, and even in that time he skipped 
many minor charges and passed over details 
upon which evidence will be given by other 

witnesses later in the trial, which is to be 
fesumed at 9:30 this morning.

He showed by the catalogue of the Chicago 
College of Medicine and Surgery that during 
the last school year Dr. Biehn taught three 
courses there which took up two hours a 
week when he should have been on duty at 
the health department. 

On the lack of administrative ability he 
found in the laboratories Dr. Evans said that 
the rooms were poorly laid out, the water 
laboratory being ‘twice the size of the gen- 
eral chemical room—that he had two bac- 
teriologists and five chemists, where he

GIRL WED, OR BE DEPORTED? 


Court to Decide for a 16 Year 
Old Austrian Immigrant. 


CLAIMED BY TWO SISTERS. 


New Arrival Leaves One, Going to An- 
other, and Trouble Follows. 


Judge Baldwin has been asked to decide 
whether Marianna Mihalak, 16 years old 
and pretty, and a recent arrival from the 
Austrian part of Poland, may marry the 
man of her choice, who meets with the ap- 
proval of one of her sisters, or be deported 
in accordance with the wishes of another 
sister, who asserts the prospective bride- 
groom would not make a fit husband. ° 

The matter came before the court in the 
form of habeas corpus proceedings yester- 
day afternoon, and 10 o'clock this morning 
was fixed for the hearing. The petition sets 
forth that the immigrant girl is being re- 
strained of her Über y and forced into 
an undesirable marriage,“ but Attorneys 
Friedman & Lefkow, representing the peti- 
tioner, admitted that the girl has grown to 
like her surroundings and was willing to 
carry out the plans laid by the offending 
sister. 

Leaves First Sister’s House. 

Vojtek Potacsek, 4681 Justine street, is 
the petitioner, and John Kuharcsik, 1182 
West Twenty-first street, is the defendan:. 
The wives of these principals and the girl 
in dispute are sisters. The girl arrived last 
month from Kasinka, with a letter from 
her father committing her to the care of the 
petitioner, and a few days later she went to 
live with the defendant. 

The petition sets forth that the wife of the 
defendant induced the girl secretly to leave 
the home of the petitioner, that the gir] is be- 
ing detained against her will, and that the 
purpose of such detention is to force the 
girl into matrimony with a man named 
Frank. 

Charges are made against the defendant in 
the bill, and fear is expressed the girl will 
come to harm. The bill alleges “* that John 
Kuharesik is not a fit person to have the 
custody of a girk of such tender years, and 
your petitioner fears, and there is strong 
grounds to believe, that owing to the social 
conditions and unhealthy environment in 
the midst of which the home of Kuharcsik 
is situated, Marianna Mihalak will be 
forced into the aforementioned marriage,” 
or, failing this, will meet a worse fate.

VEW JUDGE FOR M’CANN. 


Reformed Pickpocket Makes a 
Complaint Against Law and 
Order League Men. 


State’s Attorney Wayman's graft investi- 
gation took on a new aspect yesterday when 
it was officially announced thet Sergeant 
George G. Chatt, head of the prosecutor's 
uetective bureau, had been transferred tor 
the good of the service,” and that Judge 
Albert C. Barnes of tne Superior court was 
to preside at the trial of Inspector McCann 
instead of Judge McSurely. 

While the selection of Judge Barnes :o try 
the McCann case was the result of Judge 
McBSurely’s inability to reach Chicago before 
Sept. 20, the sudden ousting of Sergeant Chatt 
was ascribed to irregularities in the state's 
attorney’s office which are seid to have only 
been discovered recently by Mr. Wayman. 
Chatt was transferred to the Lake street 
station by Chief of Police Steward upon ihe 
personal request of the prosecutor. 

The whys and wherefores of this were not 
explained by either State’s Attorney Way- 
man, Sergeant Chatt, or Chief Steward. Mr. 
Wayman refused to comment on the change 
except to say that it was brought about tor 
the good of the service.” 


Reasons Are Grave. 

1 requested Chief Steward to transfer 
Sergeant Chatt to some other post of duty,“ 
said the prosecutor, * and that's all there is 
to it. I have my reasons, of course, but I in- 
tend to keep them to myself. They of 
sufficient gravity, however, to ask for his 
removal from my office.” 

For some time, it is said, Mr. Wayman has 
suspected that there was a leak in his 
office. Witnesses whom the state especially 
wanted to subpoena before the September 
grand jury suddenly left town and no trace 
of them could be found. It was thought that 
they had been “ tipped off.” The prosecutor 
worked quietly and did a little detective work 
on his own accoipit. 

Chatt returned from his vacation yester- 
day and preparatory to reporting for duty 
called to see the state’s attorney. He was 
closeted with Mr. Wayman for more than 
an hour. When he left the office he seemed 
greaily perturbed After Chatt left Mr. Way- 
man announced that he intended to ask for 
the detective's transfer, as his services were 
no longer desirable. 

During the recent raids made by the states 
attorney's detectives into the levee district 
of the west side, while Chatt was away on 
his vacation, it is said to have been discov- 
ered that Chatt was on frienly terme with 
a number of west side resort keepers. Sev- 
eral women from the district, it is said, were 
questioned personally by Mr. Wayman and 
information regarding the sergeant is de- 
clared to have been obtained from them. 


Judge Barnes Selected. 

The selection of Judge Barnes to try the 
McCann case was almost as big a surprise 
as the transfer of Sergeant Chatt. State's 
Attorney Wayman, however, had been noti- 
fied by Judge McSurely that he could not 
return to Chicago in time to preside at the 
trial. of the indicted police inspector. He 
suggested that some other judge be chosen 
for the trial. 

Following a conference between the state’s 
attorney and — of the McCann 
defense it was unanimously agreed to ask 
— arnes to preside at the trial. Col. 

ames Hamilton Lewis, counsel for McCann, 
expresses himself as highly pleased at the 
selection of Judge Barnes. 

While these events were transpiring 
charges were filed with the state’s attorney 
against Arthur Burrage Farwell, president 
of the Chicago Law and Order league; Rob- 
ert Paranteau, one of its investigators; and 
Detective Charles McShane of the Maxwel! 
street police station. 

The accuser of the reform organization and 
the detective is Abraham Rosenthal, a for- 
mer pickpocket, who declares that for thir- 
teen years he has lived as an honest man 
and has made considerable money in the 
jewelry business. Recently he was arrested 
by Detective McShane on the charge of pick- 
ing pockets. Subsequently, however, a jury 
in Judge Kersten’s court found him not 
guilty. 

Appealed to League. 

According to Rosenthal, he laid his case 
before the Chicago Law and Order league 
because of his belief that Detective McShane 
had ‘‘ framed up the charges against him. 
Mr. Farwell took a personal Interest in the 
story of the former pickpocket and detailed 
Investigator Paranteau on the case. 

After some time, Rosenthal alleges, Paran- 
teau “ borrowed "’ $100 from him. Then, he 
declares, upon the solicitation of Mr. Far- 
well. he contributed $25 to the Law and Order 
league. 

„ Part of what Rosenthal says is true,“ 
said Mr. Far well. He did give me $25 for 
the Law and Order league and Investigator 
Paranteau did borrow $100 from him. I did 
not solicit the subscription to the league. 
He gave it of his own volition. I greatly de- 
plore the loan which Paranteau got from 
him. I did not know of it at the time or it 
never would have been countenanced. 

„I can't see why Rosenthal went to the 
state’s attorney with the matter. When I 
found out about the loan I immediately called 
Rosenthal in and told him that I would see 
that the money was repaid. We spent con- 
siderable time in looking up the charges 
made by Rosenthal against Detective Mc- 
Shane, and I must say that they were well 
founded. I believe firmly that the detective 
made an attemptto shakedown Rosenthal, 
and we intended to put the entire matter be- 
fore the state’s attorney.” 


Says He Needed Money. 

Paranteau declared that his intentions 
were honorable in borrowing the $100 from 
Siosenthal. He said that his wife was sick 
and that he needed the money for the time 
being. Mr. Farwell said he had thought of 
discharging Paranteau, but had reconsid- 
ered when the entire circumstances were 
brought to his attention. 

It is declared that the attorneys represent- 
ing Inspector McCann are preparing to 
spring a coup on State’s Attorney Wayman 
by causing the arrest of one of the principal 
witnesses against the accused police official. 

„ Monkey Face Charley Genker, a state's 
witness in the McCann case, was rearrested 
on a pandering charge during the day ona 
warrant issued by Municipal Judge Walker. 
Genker was arrested last week on @ warrant 
obtained by Attorney Charles E. Erbstein, 
representing Detective Griffin. 

Judge Walker quashed the information on 
Saturday when it was argued that the offense 
which Genker was alleged to have committed 
took place before the amendment to the 
pandering law went into effect. The new 
warrant was issued under the old law. Louis 
Frank, the principal witness against Inspec- 
tor McCann, gave bonds for Genker and he 


was released.

The first of a series of conferences of city 
department heads to discuss the annusi 
budget of next Year will be held this morning 
and is expected to throw an indirect light on 
the subject of the apportionment of the city’s 
recent increase in bonding power. 

The meeting was not called for the purpose 
of considering that subject, as was reported 
yesterday. The various city offic in stat- 5 
ing their needs ef funds for operation in man- 
tenance also will give the amounts they dem = 
necessary for permanent improvements in 
their jurisdictions. 

It is for that purpose alone that the pro-. 
ceeds from any bond issue that may be * 
on favorably by the voters next spring can be 
used, and with a statement of needs in that 
direction some idea of the nature and ectenet 
of the most pressing will be obtained. 

Walter H. Wilson, city controller, who 
called the meeting, said that the question of 
submitting a bond proposition to the voters 
would not be discussed at the meeting, and 
therefore no apportionment of the $16,000,000 
possible or any other amount would arise. 


Mayor May Attend. : 

It is possible that Mayor Busse may hastes 
bis return to the city from Fox lake by a 
day to be present at the conference, which is 
regarded as of the first importance.

LAW PUZZLES SCHOOL BOARD 


Book Shortage May Result if 
Ettelson Measure Is Obeyed. 


WOULD END MERIT PLAN. 


Mrs. Young Has Scheme to Choose 
Teachers from Current List, 


The Chicago board of education is on the 
horns of a dilemma in the matter of obtaining 
school textbooks for the coming year. Either 
the board must violate the technical provi- 
sions of the Ettelson-Hope textbook law, 
passed by the last legislature or it must con- 
front the serious problem of a shortage of 
schoolbooks with the opening of the schools. 
This was the opinion arrived at by the school 
management committee yesterday after it 
had struggled with the problem for an hour 
and finally voted to refer it to the full board 
at its meeting tomorrow night. 

The dilemma cropped out when the commit- 
tee took up the matter of recommending the 
textbooks to be used during the coming year. 
The list had been made up by Supt. Young 
and the district superintendents and the ques- 
tion of recommendations to the board arose. 
It was a query by Dr. Alfred D. Kohn that 
brought out the problem the board will face 
tomorrow night. 

In the matter of contracting for textbooks, 
are we hampered by the Ettelson law,“ asked 
Dr. Kohn. 

Provisions of Ettelson Law. 

„Attorney Shannon and I conferred on 
this matter and the attorney is now in 
Springfield conferring with the attorney gen- 
eral as to our difficulties,’’ said President 
Urion. “ A strict compliance with the Ettel- 
son law is a physical impossibility. The law 
provides that publishers must file copies of 
their books under the maximum price sched- 
ule with the superintendent of public schools 
and that then the superintendent is to fur- 
nish lists of accredited books to boards of 
education and school authorities for them 
to choose their books from. Now thetrouble 
is that not a single publisher has furnished 
these books and we have no list to@choose 
from. But I think we can purchase books as 
an emergency measure while not making any 
new contracts.”’ 

“But would it be legal to go ahead and 
purchase books even in an emergency?’ 
Theodore Robinson asked. Aren't we re- 
quired by law to advertise for new contracts 
before purchasing books?’’ 

„Well, we must buy books if the schools 
are to open properly, and I think we have 
the right to do so in such an emergency as 
this—but it would be on our own responsi- 
bility,” said President Urion. “ Attorney 
Shannon has set up these facts in our petition 
to the attorney general and he will be able 
to pass on the matter when he returns to- 
morrow.” 

“Then I move that the whole matter be 
referred to the board as a committee of the 
whole to be taken up Wednesday night,“ 
offered Dr. Kohn. The motion was carried. 


May Use New Geographies. 

Another sensation was sprung by Supt. 
Young on the subject of continuing to use 
the Tarr & McMurry geographies. Mrs. 
Young stated that she learned only twenty 
minutes before the committee meeting that 
while the Chicago schools have been using 
the old Tarr & McMurry geographies, two 
new editions have been put out to compete 
with the Dodge geographies, published by 
Rand, McNally & Co. 

About twenty minutes before this meet- 
ing I received a communication from the 
business manager, stating that two new 
editions of the Tarr & McMurry geographies 
have been put out, said Mrs. Young. “ The 
price of the Dodge geographies, which are 
thoroughly modern, is higher than the old 
Tarr & McMurry texts, but the exchange 
prices for the new Tarr & McMurry texts 
are much higher than the Dodge books. 
For these reasons I would like twenty-four 
hours longer to consider the new books 
and find out whether a change is desirable.“ 


Will Take Teachers in Turn 

On Mrs. Young's recommendation the sys- 
tem of assigning teachers from the list of 
graduates of the Chicago Normal school was 
recommended for a change. The Cooley 
“merit” system was to assign graduates in 
the order of their class standing regardless 
of the date of their nal examinations. Mrs. 
Young's plan is to select teachers from each 
year’s Met until it is exhausted before placing 
teachers, no matter how high their standing, 
from succeeding classes. Mrs. Young also 
recommended that John D. Long, former 
superintendent of the Joliet schools, be ap- 
pointed principal of the Moseley school and 
that the present principal, Mack M. Lane, 
be transferred to the Welisschool.

They pluck every day, here and there. Each 
bush is plucked about thirty times a year. 
The fields must be hoed for weeds and kept 
clean. Drains must be made and kept open. 
Fertilizer must be added, and many boys 
are required to look out for pests, red spi- 
ders, etc. 

All Join in “Plucking.” 

Women and girls and boys pluck. Fach 
carries a big bamboo basket on his or her 
back and each is provided with a gauge, 
or a stick of a certain height which deter- 
mines what height is to be maintained. Each 
carries the basket at the close of the day’s 
work to the withering room, a long, open 
sided shed, where the leaves are spread on 
cloth or wire trays which run up in racks. 
The leaves remain there from sixteen to 
twenty-four hours, when they are carried 
into another big, long shed and placed in 
automatic rollers, which work in a circular 
motion, and the leaves are rolled sufficiently 
to open up the cells in the F. 
Then the leaves are transferred to a big, 
revolving cylindrical sieve and the coarse 
jeaves are séparated from the fine and are re- 
rolled for half an hour. Next the leaves are 
carried into a long shed, where an even tem- 
perature is maintained, and are spread out 
two Inches deep to foment.“ The juices of 
the leaf oxidize as the leaf is exposed to the 
atmosphere, and it turns blackish. An ex- 
pert decides how long it remains in the fo- 
menting room by testing it every two to three 
hours. Then the leaves are carried to another 
building, where they are arranged in long, 
narrow, perforated zinc pans, which are au- 
tomatically carried back into a big dry-air 
chamber, where they become perfectly dry. 
They are then carried to revolving screens, 
where they are separated into the various 
grades according: io fineness, and are then 
boxed and shipped. 


Methods Used Are Primitive. 
Many of the methods here seem primitive. 
There is too much manual labor, too much 
carrying by hand. Tea planters are con- 
servative and antiquated. The gardens are 
owned in England. The managers formerly 
on the ground were second rate gentlemen, 
those who failed at something at home. 
Now more engineers are found and they do 
better, but the engineers claim that it is 
dimcult to get modern machinery, etc. 

The day’s work here is regulated not by 
hours; but each day, according to the sea- 
son, etc., 80 much work as can be performed 
by an average coolie in four hours is as- 
sign Some of them do it in two and have 
the rest of the day to themselves; others 
do two or three allotments and get double 
or triple wages. The coolies fare better here 
than anywhere else in India. Each one costs 
the garden about $50 to be landed, etc. They 
are bound for a term of years; some run 
away, others dle. When the period is up they 
generally remain, though some go back to 
their hills in India; others rent rice lands 
of the government and settle in two villages 
not attached to the gardens. Anold sweeper 
here is worth 5,000 rupees. He is a money 
lender and has saved up his earnings, in- 
terest 12 per cent a month. 1 

Nearly every industrious family owns cat 
tle or buffalo, so many that there is about 
one for every individual, The cattle are 


night by relays of boys. Even now it is pos- 
sible to count a dosen or more white bellied 
lizards crawling about the walle of thehouse 
caivhing flies. 

Sunday—But to me, of course, the great 
show here is the natives, the thousands of 
them, from all the primitive tribes of central 
and north India. Thus I have seen here 
Mundas, Santals. and Orangs from Chota 
Napgur, Ghasi, Bengali; low caste Aryans 
from the central and northwest provinces; 
Kalikundi from Madras way, Orissan hill 
people, and the Akkas of the mountains near 
by. 

But the most interesting of all are the big 
Katcharies, or natives of lower Assam. They 
are short and chubby, have a yellowish skin, 
wear native made garments, have great 
round rings in the lobes of their ears, and 
live in pile dwellings. Of almost equal in- 
terest are the short, Squat, ear lobed Meeries 
of upper Assam, who were formerly en- 
slaved. 

Today I have seen two great bazaars, or 
markets, in one of which were over 5,000 per- 
sons. The market is held in open sided, grass 
thatched shelters, arranged in long parallel 
rows, under which the merchants sit on 
mats or the ground. The average value of 
each vender’s wares is perhaps $4. This morn- 
ing we had two great dances on the lawn, 
both by the Maries of Chota Nagpur, inter- 
esting dances and quite primitive, remind- 
ing me of the little I have seen of the Aus- 
trallans. 

Tennis Party of English. 

And this afternoon there is a great tennis 
party about 4 o'clock. About fifteen couples 
appeared, all driving up in exceedingly smart 
traps with fine horses and smart grooms. 
While the ladies gossiped and drank tea, the 
men played tennis. Although the day was 
exceedingly warm, the quality of tennis was 
fine, and I came to have a new kind of ad- 
miration for these tea planters. 

At 5:80 the tennis ceased, and the men 
drank tea, or something stronger, and at 
once began playing bridge on the wide 
veranda of the bungalow. This was con- 
tinued until 9, when the party broke up 
and we had our dinner. The men, collective- 
ly, form as clean limbed & lot in their white 
flannels as one would care to see. Evidence 
of great intellect, however, was not strik- 
ingly prominent. 

Incidentally, tonight I have learned some- 
thing of the caste system on these far away 
gardens as it exigts among the whites. The 


whether the planter has been through one 
or another of the great schools of England, 
such as Harrow, Eton, or Rugby. But this 
caste gystem apparently -extends a little 
deeper. Thus, the black mistress of a white. 
planter, though she may be of low caste, 
takes precedence in native society over the 
wife of a high clase Brahman. 
Caste System Rules Calcutta. 

IT am told that in Calcutta caste system 
among the whites is even more strongly 
marked than it is up here in Assam, the line 
of demarcation, for example, between those 
who may and may not call at government 
house in Calcutta being sharply marked. 

It grows warmer day by day, 94° yesterday. 
The clouds, high up, gather and pass on, 
getting ready to break in from four to eight 
weeks, when the rains begin. 

The nafives up here seem happler and more 
cheerful’ than in India, and they are better 
fed, though the coolies are generally hungry, 
or say they are. They eat only two meals a 
day, one big and one small meal.

Railroad Man Pledges Self to 
Tell Public if Condition 
Grows Worse. ak 


Arden, N. T., Aug. 30,—{Special.J—E. H. 
Harriman, tn a frank statement issued today 
from his home on the summit of the Ramapo 
mountains, set at rest the rumors that have 
been spread aince his return to Arden house 
that he is in a dangerous condition of health 
and about to undergo a serious operation. 

Mr, Harriman explained the presence of 
several specialists in his home. He said they 
were there to make an examination, as ad- 
wised by physicians abroad. The examina- 
tion, he said, showed his condition was not 
serious. ’ 

The optimistic tone of Mr. Harriman’s note 
is carried out in reports received from other 
sources. One says Mr. Harriman is so im- 
proved that his physician allows him to 
transact business by telephone. 


Text of the Statement. 

The text of the statement Mr. Harriman 
dictated was as follows: 

“I am pursuing the course laid out before 
I went abroad. I intended taking a rest as 
goon as my responsibilities would permit. 
My treatment abroad reduced my strength 
and vitality and weakened my digestion. 

“The most expert physicians in Munich 
advised me to have an examination by sur- 
geons as a matter of precaution. This has 
been done by Drs. Brewer and Crile, in con- 
junction with Dr. Walter James and Dr, 
Lyle, and the whole result is that they find 
nothing serious. 

This covers the whole case, and later on, 
if the representatives of the press desire, and 
there is any purpose to be accomplished, I 
will see them up here; but now Lask that the 
surveillance of my home be withdrawn, not 
60 much on account of my family or myself 
but that the coming and going of my friends 
may not be interfered with. 

“If there was or should be anything seri- 
ous, I will let the press know, and as I never 
have deceived them, I ask that the press 
now withdraw its representatives and rely 
upon me.“ 

Result of Frank Request. 


Mr. Harriman's statement was the direct 
result of a round robin sent to him by special 
delivery from Turner this morning by cor- 
respondents of newspapers, who had been 
gent up to learn about his condition, It read 
as follows: 

“Owing to sensational stories sent dut from 
irresponsible sources, representatives of the 
New York morning papers ask that you issue 
an authoritative statement in respect to your 
physical condition. Nothing but that will 
refute the alarming reports. The report has 
it that an operation was performed on you 
on Friday, and that today isthe first day you 
have been out since Friday.“ 

After receiving Mr. Harriman’s note, the 
newspaper men returned to the city. Before 
leaving they sent this telegram to Mr. Har- 
riman: 

In reply to your letter we beg to inform 
you that all the representatives of the news- 
papers, both morning and evening, will return 
to New York this evening. We thank you for 
your courtesy, and heartily congratulate you 
on your improvement, hoping it will con- 
tinue, and that in the near future we shall 
have the pleasure of seeing you back At your 
desk in New. York.”

Canada’s Governor General Res- 
cued After a Long Search. 


NEAR DEATH ON A CLIFF. 
Alpenstock Prevents Stumble Over 
Edge in Darkness. 


Victoria, B. C., Aug. 30.—[Special.]—It be- 
came known today that Earl Grey, who has 
just returned from a hunting trip in the 
northwestern wilds, narrowly escaped death 
when he became lost and wandered for hours 
in the wilderness at night. 

At one time he caught himself just before 
plunging over a cliff. His alpenstock with 
which he was feeling his way ahead in the 
dark slipped over the precipice and clattered 
down to the bottom, but Lord Grey escaped 
the plunge by grasping a tree. 

When rescued by one of the many parties 
searching for him the governor general was 
completely exhausted. His clothes were 
torn into rags by his efforts in climbing over 
fallen trees, fighting his way through un- 
derbrush, and sliding down rocks. 


Tells of Own Adventure. 

The governor general returned here today 
from Dawsen and Skagway on the govern- 
ment steamer Quadra. He then told of his 
adventure. 

On Saturday, Aug. 26, Lord Grey, accom- 
panied only by hie dog, lett the Quadra fora 
hunting expedition in the woods of Jervis 
outiet. He lost hie way, and night came 
on. When he failed to return for dinner 
there was intense excitement on the 
Quadra, and the steam whistle was kept 
blowing constantly, fires built on the beach, 
and searching parties sent into the woods. 

Meanwhile, the governor general was fight- 
ing his way through the wilderness. On one 
occasion he came to the edge of a precipice, 
feeling his way with an alpenstock which he 
carried as well as a rifle. The alpenstock 
slipped from his hand and clattered down. 
Then he realized what a narrow escape 
from death he had. 

Sinks Exhausted on Rocks. 

Lord Grey turned back, and, failing in the 
darkness to find his way after many strug- 
gies, sank down exhausted, after flve and a 
half hours of unavailing effort. He was so 
hungry and exhausted that he leaned against 
what he took to be a log, but it proved to be 
a shadow, and he tumbled into the under- 
growth. 

Then he sank down on a flat rock to await 
daylight, and soon afterwards saw the refiec- 
tion of a fire. It wasan Indian encampment. 

Lord Grey fired hts rifie and the shot was 
heard by a searching party and the rescuers 
hurried to him, guided by his shouts. They 
took him to the shore, where a boat was 
waiting to convey him to the Quadra, on 
which he was received with great joy by his 
daughter, Lady Sybil Grey; Lord Laccelles, 
and the other members of the party, who 
were awaiting him at the steamer’s side. 

Lord Grey is none the worse for his adven- 


ture.

Blames Man for Trouble. 

The second letter written to Mayer was as 
follows: oe 

My Dear Harry: By the time this letter 
reaches you the girl you have often said you 
loved will be one of the past, and it is all 
your fault. Your treatment towards me of 
late is unendurable. I have done nothing to 
deserve this treatment and yet you are most 
unkind., Harry, dearest, just think of all 
I have been to you and all I have done for 
vou.“ I am ashamed to look an honest man 
in the face, and for what I have done for you 
I get this. 

No, it is more than I can endure, and my 
only prayer is that God will punish you as 
you deserve. May you never find rest or 
peace in this world and may my death be 
avenged is. the dying request of the girl whom 
you have so-dreadfully disgraced. O God, 
have mercy on mie and forgive me, for it is 
more than I can stand, and to think that your 
folks have turned against me, too. is more 
than I can bear, therefore, dear Harry, may 
God punish you as you deserve. May you 
never find peace or rest wherever you may 
roam and may ill luck follow you wherever 
you may go ie the last and only request of the 
poor girl with whom you have played fast 
and loose to your heart’s content.

Former Solicitor General Will 


Be Counselor of State 
Department. 


IMPORTANT WORK AHEAD 


Taft and Knox Discuss Organiza- 
tion of the Far East- 
ern Bureau. 


Beverly, Mass, Aug. 90.—Henry Hoyt, 
former solicitor general, will be the new 
counselor of the state department. This is 
a newly created office, and Secretary Knox 
expressed himself as delighted today that ha 
was able to secure the services of Mr. Hoyt 
to give the new office a proper dignity from 
the firat. 

The counselor of the department will deal 
with all the large legal questions and will 
have especial supervision over the negotla- 
tion of. treaties. The important Japanese 
treaty is to be entered into within the next 
two months, and Mr. Hoyt will devote himself 
largely to the framing of this measure. Inter- 
national law will be the field of the counselor, 
and Secretary Knox feels that a long exist- 
ing want in the department has been happily 


filled. 
Boost Far Eastern Bureau. 
. Secretary Knox also took up with the prest- 


dent the organization of the new far eastern 


bureau of the state department and an- 
nounced an additional apppintment to that 
service. It was stated several days ago that 
Edward T. Williams, United States consu! 
general at Tientein, China, had been gelected 
for work in this bureau. Today Mr. Knox 
announced that Ransford Stevens Miler Jr., 
Japanese secretary and interpreter of the 
American: legation at Tokio. would return to 
the United States to enter the new depart- 
ment. While no head of the bureau has been 
decided upon as yet, it is said the honor will 
fall either to Mr. Williams or to Mr. Miller. 

The far eastern bureau, newly created, will 
have for its purpose the fostering of Ameri- 
can trade relations in the orient. President 
Taft is especially interested in this direction. 

Secretary Knox announced that Charles M. 
Pepper and M. H. Davis, special agents of the 
department of commerce and labor, have 
been transferred to the new bureau of trade 
relations on the tariff in the state depart- 
ment. This bureau is in no way connected 
with the new tariff commission authorised 
in the Aldrich bill, Dut will have special 
functions of its own in investigating trade 
relations between various foreign countries.

he Undeveloped Wealth 
of Wyoming 


To the man on the street the only ideas 
associated with the name of Wyoming are 
the cowboy and the big ranch. Yet the real 
wealth of the State, which is only just be- 
ginning to be developed, is its vast mineral 
and agricultural resources. Only a small 
fraction of its immense acreage of over 
62,000,000 is under cultivation. Large 
areas can be successfully cultivated with- 
out irrigation, and it is estimated that in- 
tensive farming, under irrigation, can be 
applied to something like 10,000,000 acres 
of land. There is surely “elbow room 
for the prospective settler in a state with 
such potential wealth and whose present 
population is about one person to the square 
mile. 


Lands of Wyoming 


Under a recent amendment to the Home- 
stead Law, certain designated tracts of 


„dry“ land can be entered on by home- 
steaders to the extent of 320 acres each— 


an important advantage for the farmer who 
applies the summer fallowing' method of 
cultivation. Under the provisions of: the 
Catey Act the State of Wyoming has segre- 
gated 43 tracts of land, granted to it by the 
Federal Government, to be reclaimed by 
means of irrigation. The irrigation of these 
tracts is by private enterprise, Water rights 
in perpetuity cost from $10.00 to $40.00 an 
acre. Lastly, there are the irrigation projects 


of the United States Reclamation Service. 


Ranching in Wyoming 
At present the raising of live stock em- 
ploys more people than any other industry. 
One feature is noticeable: although the 
total number of cattle is not decreased, the 
former large herds have in recent years 
been reduced. Small herds have increased 
in number. There are still 40,000,000 
acres of free government range on which 
the farmers may graze their herds. The 
sheep industry has grown enormously— 
some farmers own as many as 65,000 head. 
Wyoming horses are strong lunged, sturdy 

of bone and muscle, and tough of hoof, 


Prospects of Dry Farming 


There are many places along the Eastern 
border of Wyoming where farmers have 
been successfully farming for years with 
ordinary methods and without irrigation. 
With the application of more careful 
methods for conserving moisture and by 


the dry farming” plan of summer fallow- 
ing,“ it is believed that much better results 
can be obtained. The average rainfall for 
the past 16 years has been 15.66 inches— 
three fourths of the precipitation occurring 


during the growing months.

What Irrigation Is Doing 


The earliest irrigation work of any im- 
portance was sixty-five miles north of Chey- 
enne, developing one of the finest agricul- 
tural colonies in the state. Considerable 
water development by private enterprise is 
now taking place in several counties, which 
is reclaiming immense tracts of Govern- 
ment land along the river basins. The soil 
is very fertile and water rights are sold 
with the land as low as $30 per acre, pay- 
able in annual installments. The Shoshone 
project of the Reclamation service in North- 
ern Wyoming will irrigate 150,000 acres in a 
well settled community of prosperous towns. 


Fruit and Vegetables 


Fresh vegetables are being raised for 
home use. At an altitude of even 5,000 
feet sweet potatoes and tomatoes are suc- 
cessfully grown. The hardier fruits thrive 
in all parts of the state. An orchard on the 
Laramie plains matures the Wealthy apple 
at an altitude of 7, 400 feet. Currants, goose - 
berries, strawberries will grow anywhere. 
Several varieties of pears, cherries and 
plums are yielding good crops. The climate 
throughout the irrigated areas—in fact, all 
over the State—is dry and clear and the 
sandy loam and clay soil produces abun- 
dantly wherever water is applied,

Captures Wimbledon Trophy at 
Camp. Perry Tourney. 


LEECH CUP GOES TO TOPHAM 


Lawrence, Kas., Rifleman Lands Prize 
in Long Range Contest. 


Camp Perry, O., Aug. 30.—Under perfect 
shooting conditions, in a field of 163 and 158 
respectively, today were fought the National 
Rille association’s battles for its two most 
valued cups—the $500 Wimbledon, presented 
to the National Rifle Association of America 
by the National Rifle Association of Great 


Britain, and the Leech cup. To service 
marksmen went both of these cups today. 

Sergt. Victor H. Czegka of the United States 
marine corps, whose home is in Washington, 
B. C., took the Wimbledon in twenty shots at 1.000 
yards. with a .98; and Second Lieut. Joseph L. Top- 
ham of the Thirteenth United States infantry, a 
native of Lawrence, Kan. who ts stationed at 
Fort Leavenworth, shot up the camp in the Leech 
match with the score of 108 out of 108—seven Shots 
at 800, 900. and 1.000 yards. Czegka'’s score is one 
point better than that by which Capt. Casey of 
Delaware, now of Pennsylvania, broke the match 
record a year ago, and Lieut. Topham's 108 is one 
short of Casey's world’s record a year ago. Casey 
was in the race today, but failed to land in the 
money. 

It was then a good deal of a field day for the 
regulars, who took both cups, and In the Wimpble- 
don landed sixteen representatives in the twenty 
Wimbledon leaders.

There is one reform measure which is 
imperative. Without it the city cannot 
have a trustworthy police force. There 
must be no drinking while on duty by in- 
spectors, captains, lieutenants, sergeants, 
or patrolmen. It is not enough to dismiss 
Officers or men who are drunk or under 
the influence of liquor while on duty. 
The mere act of drinking while on duty, 
which is a violatiofi of standing orders, 
should end the offender’s police life. The 
new chief must stand up for that if he 
wishes to make an enviable record. 

President Elton Lower and the other 
members of the civil service commission 
should support him in this. It is their 
duty to aid him in ridding the force of its 
rotten timber. The man who will dis»- 
bey a positive order, where disobedience 
makes him less fit for duty, cannot be a 
safe guardian of the public peace. The 
civil service commission should listen to 
no excuses, no pleas of feeling badly,” 
and no promises not to do it again. If 
there are patrolmen or officers who feel 
that they must have a drink while on 
duty, let them get out and make room for 
men who can control their appetites. 

That is one method of strengthening 
the force so that it may give better pro- 
tection to citizens, Another is by calling 
back all the men who are on private de- 
tails and putting them at walking beat. 
Firat of all to be returned to their legiti- 
mate work should be the cops who spend 
pleasant afternoons at the baseball parks. 
They enjoy the games, but they ought to 
be looking after pickpockets and holdup 
men. There has been a great deal said 
of late about the weakening of the force 
by special details. It is high time to do 
something towards putting an end to u 
flagrant abuse. 


WORE FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 
Unless the Chiperfield committee is 
grossly in error, private individuals and 


corporations have usurped ‘possession ot 


millions of dollars’ worth of valuable land, 
the property of the state, lying along the 
Iilinois river and the Mississippi from 
Grafton to East St. Louis. The process 
of spoliation began seventy years or more 
ago and has been continued up to this 
time. It has affected so extensive an 
area that, according to the chairman of 
the committee, years will be required for a 
completely satisfactory survey and investi- 
gation, 


While the situation may have been ex- 


aggerated by the committee there is no 
question that men have been persistently 
helping themselves to the property of the 
state whenever they saw that money could 
be made by it. There was nobody to look 
after the interests of the state and warn 
off trespassers. Some of them have been 
unlawful occupiers so long that the sug- 
gestion that their titles are bad.gives them 
a shock. 

The state should recover what it can 
and, taught by painful experience, should 
look after what it has left or encroach- 
ments will continue. The state should do 
more than that. It should pay attention 
to the conservation of all its natural re- 
sources. A bill creating a commission 
for that purpose was introduced at the 
last session of the legislature, but failed 
to pass. The general agsembly, rent by 
factional feuds, would not appreciate its 
importance. 

The progressive states of Massachu- 
setts and New York have such commis- 
sions. Though in existence but a short 
time they have done valuable work. Those 
two states do not intend to leave this 
matter of the conservation of natural re 
sources exclusively to the national gov- 
ernment. Neither should Illinois.

The vaporings of a fellow like Ormeby 
MecHarg only serve to endear Chief For- 
ester Pinchot to the public. He may 
have been overzealous. He may dave 
been indiscreet in some of his public ut- 
terances, That is not charged up against 
him by the people, for they realize that 
the substance of his work is all goad. 
None realise it better than the far west- 
ern communities, which ere familiar with 
all the detaile of forest reserve manage 
ment, 

McHarg’s resignation has been accept- 
ed, and there is no occasion for paying 
further attention to him. Secretary Bal- 
linger should think twice before he falls 
out with Pinchot. It the public had te 
choose ‘between the two on the strength 
of their past records, so far as they are 
known, it would favor Pinchot rather 
than Ballinger. 

It is well understood that most if not 
all of the unfriendly critics of the chief 
forester in public and private life are men 
whose personal interests have been inter- 
fered with by forest conservation work 
which has benefited the nation. They 
have been snarling at him for years, but 
have not changed the popular opinion of 
him. It is that he is capable, honest, and 
unselfish, and that whatever mistakes he 
may have made grew out of his passion- 
ate devotion to the cause he has at heart. 


AVIATION. 

The American, Curtiss, won the speed 
prize in the Rheims alr races. His is the 
best record yet made anywhere. Wilbur 
Wright says it is gratifying that an 
American should be in the lead. He may 
be the more willing to laud the achieve- 
ment of a rival aviator, because he aud 
his brother claim that the Curtiss ma- 
chine is an infringement on their patents, 
They have begun suit against the com- 
pany with which Curtiss is connected ro 
enjoin the use of certain essential devices 
which they say they invented. 

But Wilbur Wright does not think the 
breaking of speed records is the thing te 
which aviators should devote themselves, 
He says the successful aeroplanes have 
plenty of speed as it is. The points 
which deserve attention, according to him, 
are “control and endurance.” There is 
sound sense in this if the aeroplane is to 
be something more than the delight and 
wonder of crowds. The Wrights wish it 
to be much more than that—to be avail- 
able for real work not merely in war 
but mainly in peace. 

Ma@nifestly the commercial or industrial 
value of the aeroplane will not depend so 
much on speed as on the capacity for sus- 
tained effort and the ability of the avia- 
tor to maintain perfect control of his ma- 
chine under all conditions. He must be 
able to come to th® ground without 
smashing anything. He must have a 
machine so well constructed in all its 
parts that it will be less liable to get out 
of order than a good automobile.

For several years past, indeed ever since 
the accession to the throne of the present 
grand dukes of Mecklenburg-Schwerin and 
Mecklenburg-Strelits, they have deen en- 
deavoring in vain to bring about a change of 
this condition of affaira, which has become 
all the more intolerable since the masses have 
a vote in the election of representatives in 
the reichstag, or imperial parliament, at Ber- 
lin, and a voice, therefore, in the government 
of the empire, though not in that of their own 
grand duchies. 

But the two grand dukes have found them- 
selves confronted by the most bitter opposi- 
tion on the part of their nobles, who insist 
that the grand dukes are powerless to mod- 
ify the exist condition of affairs without 
their legisla consent, and that they are 
not disposed to surrender one iota of their 
prerogatives which date from medieval times 
and from the eighteenth century, when the 
privileges of the nobles were carried to uch 
inordinate lengths as to precipitate popular 
revolutions, which found their most notable 
expression in France in 1708. Pneed hardly 
add that the diets of the two grand duchies, 
composed as they are, place almost the whole 
burden of the taxation upon the people, while 
relieving their own caste of the weight to the 
point of almost entire immunity. 


a 


In Russia we have witnessed within the last 
four years the epectacie of the emperor carry- 
ing through his determination to endow his 
people with a parllamentary form of govern- 
ment in the face of most bitter opposition, 
which would have discouraged and defeated 
a less earnest and weaker man. There the 
opposition came almost entirely from the 
bureaucracy, aided and abetted by the mem- 
bers of his own family, who virtually without 
exception have been hostile to his liberal re- 
forms. But while the obstruction of the 
bureaucracy was not to be despised, since the 
emperor was compelled to rely upon its mem- 
bers for the execution of his commands, the 
distaste of the nobles for his projects did not 
carry any weight, since the aristocracy of 
Russia has long since been shorn of its class 
prerogatives and rights. 

In Mecklenburg-Strelits and Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin it is diffefent. There the nobles are 
still in all powerful] exercise of their feudal 
rights. Arguments and entreaties on the part 
of the two grand dukes during the last four 
years hawe failed to diminish their obstinate 
objection to a popular form of government. 
The grand duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz is 
now seeking to move them by this promise of 
a gift of 10,000,000 marks to the national 
treasury—a queer spectacie, that of an en- 
lightened ruler endeavoring to bribe his sub- 
jects {nto accepting a more liberal form of 
government than that which they enjoy. 

> 

If, as anticipated, this, too, fails, nothing 
will remain for the grand dukes but to deal 
with the problem by means of a coup d'état, 
in which they will virtually place themselves 
at the head of a popular revolution of the 
masses against the classes and will proclaim 
by means of sovereign edicts the reforms 
refused by the nobles, divesting the latter of 
their monopoly of the government and of 
their old feudal rights. 

Of course, the two grand dukes have been 
reluctant until now to do this. For they feel 
themselves in a measure bound by the vows 
which they were compelled to take on their 
accession to observe the agreements between 
the crown and the nobles which have existed 
for hundreds of years. And then, too, they 
appreciate that to strike a blow at the system 
of apecial hereditary rights of the nobility is 
paving the way for attacks upon the heredi- 
tary rights of the monarchical system. But 
they are each of them men of modern ideas, 
and they feel that in these present days the 


sovereign no longer can hope to rule by right 


divine, but must base his authority and the 
foundations of his throne upon the will of his 
people. 
— a 

Curiously enough, they are both related to 
the English King George III., whose refusal] 
to admit the principle that taxation without 
representation is tyranny brought about the 
American war of independence which resu!t- 
ed in the birth of the United States. The 
grand duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin is mar- 
ried to a daughter of the duke of Brunswick 
and of Cumberland, who is a great-grandson 
in the male line direct, of George III. The 
grand duke of Mecklenburg-Strelits is a son 
of that sturdy old British Princess Augusta, 


who still survives at the age of nearly 00 at 


Dresden and who is a granddaughter of 
George ITI. 

The grand duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz is 
a sad faced man. His entire life has been 
clouded by the fact that when a young boy 
he accidentally blinged his father, the late 
grand duke, who was so familiar a figure to 
the many American visitors at Homburg, 
where he was wont to spend a number of 
weeks each year. Nor has he been altogether 
happy in his family. For his younger daugh- 
ter, Princess Jutta, is married to the crown 
prince of Montenegro, an objectionable 
youth, unpopular in his own country and 
abroad, the union remaining childless and 
notqriously infelicitous, while the grand 
duke’s eldest daughter, Marie, has found it 
necessary to separate from her plebelan

Liquor Drinking by Children. 

Chicago, Aug. 29.—{ Editor of The Tribune] 
—Recently a New York physician reported 
that a large number of children came to 
the public schools under the influence of al- 
coholic liquors, and that in many homes 
beer and other liquors were given to chil- 
dren. The London Lancet states that in 
every part of Europe except in the coun- 
tries farthest north alcoholic liquor is given 
to children under 8 years of age. 

Investigations by the Hungarian govern- 
ment show the disastrous effects on drinking 
children. In Vienna it was shown that &2 
per cent of the boys and 33 per cent of the 
girls drank beer. Investigation of London 
schools showed that 40 per cent of children 
under 8 years of age drank e@icoholic liquors 
and that there were some 800,000 child 
drinkers in London and 2,000,000 in England 
and Wales. g 

A recent medical report in Chicago showed 
a large mortality of infants in certain quar- 
ters of the city and that many of the moth- 
ers of these children gave them beer. These 
mothers have affection for thetr children 
and do not mean to harm them, but are af- 
fected by national customs.

000 bu, cempared with 20,528,000 bu the corre- 
sponding week last year. Corn supplies increased 
601,000 du and are 18,517,000 bu, compared with 
10,701,000 bu last year. 

O, K. Lyle, the crop expert, wired to Chapin & 
Co. in regard to he Kansas corn crop that rains 
had put an end to the drought and that, while there 
was some damage from firing, the prospects were 
not so bad as public teports would indicate. 

Liverpool stocks of wheat increased 240,000 bu 
last week. making the total 2 440,000 bu. compared 
with 8,072,000 bu the corresponding week last year. 
Corn stocks increased 81.000 bu and are 894,000 
bu, compared with 496,000 bu last year. 

Dennis, Baltimére, wired: ‘‘ The continent is 
utterly indifferent to offers of new corn. Presume 
native oats and Russian barley will again figure 
as substitutes for American maize unless our prices 
recede materially.’’ 

Offerings of spring wheat in the northwest were 
liberal, and on several country lines purchases were 
large. In some instances farmers are inclined to 
hold and are taking out storage tickets on wheat 
delivered.
